Discussions are to be held with administrative officers 
concerning planning and reorganization of library space. With 
the addition of new books and shelving some of the furniture will 
have to be removed which means fewer numbers of students can use 
the library for research, free reading and browsing. 

Our Orbit committee has worked under severe handicap because 
it has had to operate from a poorly lighted area under the wood 
shop. We congratulate the member* for perservance and enthusiasm 
for their project. Their efforts will surely be rewarded.
